Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 2.—To the 
murder of Charles Haggerty, one of 
the printers who lost his life in the 
dynamiting of the Los Angelos Times 
building, Oct. I, 1910, when twenty- 
one persons were killed, Jam es B. Mc­ 
Namara has pleaded guilty. 
John J. McNamara entered a plea 
of guilty to the charge of dynamiting 
the Llewellyn Iron works. 
Both men 
withdrew previous pleas of not guilty. 
J. B. M cNam ara’s plea of guilty was 
the result of advice given him by Clar­ 
ence Darrow, his attorney. 
The latter 
practically admitted the case worked 
up by Detective W. J. Burns was to > 
strong to beat. 
John J. McNamara's 
plea of guilty was only of participation 
in the explosion wrecking the Llewel­ 
lyn Iron works. If urgings of busine., 
interests avail the sentences will no 
be maximum, as the hope is expressed 
that the clearing of the mystery will 
bring a new tra of relations b. tweei 
capital and the labor leaders in the 
unions, eliminating the radical cie 
m ent favoring violence. 
Lecompte Davis of counsel for the 
defense arose from his chair upon re­ 
convening of court yesterday after­ 
noon, and said: 
“After long consid­ 
eration of this case, if it pleases your 
honor, after consulting with counsel 
in this case we have come to the con­ 
clusion that we shal^ enter a plea of 
guilty.”

Fermer Pleas Withdrawn. 
There was a stir in the courtroom 
as Mr. Davis finished his brief state­ 
ment.

John J. McNamara then was sum ­ 
moned before the bench., D istrict At­ 
torney Fredericks read from indict­ 
ment No. 6915. He said: 
“John J. McNamara, you are charged 
with the crime of exploding or at­ 
tem pting to explode dynam ite in or 
near the Llewellyn Iron works, etc. 
Do you wish to withdraw your plea of 
not guilty?” 
McNamara, who stood with bowed 
head, responded in little more than a 
whisper, “I do,” 
“Do you plead guilty or not guilty 
to this indictment?” asked the district 
attorney. 
Guilty,” was the low response from 
the prisoner. 
Judge Bord well then set the date of 
sentence at IO o’clock Tuesday, when 
J. B. McNamara also will be sen­ 
tenced. 


Brings Times Case to End. 


AV hen the McNamara brothers come 
before the court next Tuesday to learn 
of their punishm ent the Times dyna­ 
mite case will have come to an end 
so far as they are concerned. 
All 
other indictments against them will be 
dismissed, according to an agreem ent 
between the district attorney’s office 
and the attorneys for defense. 
Dis­ 
trict Attorney Fredericks and Attorney 
Davis are authority for this. 
It de­ 
velops that the district attorney took 
the initiative in the arrangem ent by 
which the McNamaras were to plead 
guilty to one indictment each and 
thereby escape prosecution, and drop 
the remaining charges. 
John J. Mc­ 
Namara did snot actually place dyna­ 
mite under the Llewellyn Iron works, 
but is so charged as an accessory. 
Clarence Darrow, chief counsel for 
the defense, said: 
“I have saved a 
human life out of the wreckage, I hope. 
I do not believe that the judge will 
sentence him to death. His life is the 
best that I can expect. For six months

W hether we should have 
convicted the two men or not, there 
would have been several hundred thou­ 
sand people in this country who would 
have said the men were innocent.

ed. 
Labor leaders all over the coun­ 
try would have called the trial the 
‘crime of the century.’ 
There w'as an 
opportunity to silence everybody and 
also to save a large sum for the county. 
“Although the court could sentence 
McNamara to be hanged, it seems to 
me that the least we can do for a man 
who has saved us a lot of money is to 
spare his life. 
W hile it is an unusual 
thin.? for a man to plead guilty to a 
crime punishable by death, as in this 
case, that fact will be considered and 
will save J. B. McNamara.” 
Asked about Ortie McManigal, who 
months ago had told the state the 
story cf his connection with the dyna­ 
miters, Horton said:

body,” said one of the jurors, and with 
this they stepped out of the box and 
shook hands with Judge Bordw'ell and 
then congratulated one another on the 
escape of what promised to be a long 
and tedious trial.

District Attorney Miller, who took 
charge of the books and papers of the 
ironworkers’ organization for presen­ 
tation to the grand jury, said that he 
was not surprised at the pleas of guil­ 
ty, as he had had an intimation that 
they might be entered. 
“ However,” 
he added, “it will have no effect on 
the course of the government in this 
district, as the investigation of the 
government here covers much wid* r 
scope than the case on trial at Los 
Angeles.” 
This statem ent by the United States 
district attorney is believed to confirm 
a report that the books and records of 
the ironworkers show that others in 
that organization besides McNamara 
had knowledge of the dynamiting plots 
and that the government is on the 
trail of those as well as of the main 
conspirators. 
None of the officers of

Gomptis Says lh! McNamaras 


Imposed Upon Him. 


New' York, Dec. 2.—President of the 
American Federation of Labor Sam­ 
uel 
Gompers 
was 
caught

wing between W ashington and Troy, 
w’here he is going to attend a hearing 
of the state factory commission, of 
which he is a member. 
Reporters got 
on the train in the suburbs of Jersey 
City and broke the new's to him. 
On 
reading the bulletin Gompers gasped. 
He said he was astounded at the news 
and had no intimation that the broth­ 
ers were guilty until he heard that 
they had confessed. 
“ I had the personal assurances from 
both John J. and Jam es B. th at they 
were absolutely innocent when I vis­ 
ited them twice in jail in Los Angeles 
in 
September,” 
said 
Mr. 
Gompers. 
“They gave me their word to give to 
the labor men of the country. 
My 
credulity has been grossly imposed 
upon. 
I am shocked beyond expres­ 
sion at the news.” 
“W hat effect will this termination 
have upon 
labor unions?” 
he was 
asked. 
“Well, it w’on’t do the labor unions 
any good,” said Gompers. 
“The un­ 
ions of this country have been imposed 
upon before by enemies and injured by 
friends. 
The men of labor have been 
led to believe th at these two w'ere in­ 
nocent, and we acted on that faith. 
We have collected, at the last report 
that I know' of. $190,000 for their de­ 
fense. 
This money has been forward­ 
ed to their chief counsel to disperse 
among the other attorneys and wit­ 
nesses. 
“My attitude has always been the 
denunciation and the discouragement 
of that sort of thing,” continued Mr. 
Gompers. 
“It has to be stam ped out— 
it must be stam ped out if the labor 
unions will endure. 
The labor move­ 
ment is one of peace, not the destroy­ 
ing of property and lives.” 
“Do you think that any other labor 
leaders were with them ?” 
“I delft know' anyone else th at could 
do anything of that character. 
None 
of my associates could do it, and none 
of the labor leaders that I know could. 
“It is still hard for me to believe 
it. 
I have had assurances time and 
again from both of them in letters be­ 
sides the verbal assurances when I 
saw them, that they were guiltless. 
My associates and I have been im­

The patronage of the stallion should be at least partially assured In 
advance, and the type of mares constituting this patronage, together with 
the direction of improvement desired, should determine to a great degree 
the type and breed of stallion to be secured. 


The repeated num ber of times that 
farm ers and horsemen have been led 
by 
smooth-tongued 
promoters, 
who 
have mediocre stallions to unload at 
exorbitant 
prices, 
into 
forming 
a 
“stallion company” and the num ber 
of times those men 
have counted 
their losses, would seem to be warn­ 
ings to the public to keep out of the 
“stallion 
company” 
business. 
Not­ 
withstanding the fact that many stal­ 
lion companies have been floated in 
the middle west to the financial loss 
of a goodly num ber of men, and the 
tem porary detrim ent of the horse in­ 
dustry, the “stallion company” in its 
best form has served many communi­ 
ties as a m eans to an 
end 
which 
could be attained in no other way. 
To be successful, a “stallion com­ 
pany” should be formed and operat­ 
ed only upon a proper appreciation 
of these well-known facts. 
First, the 
company should be formed, noir upon 
enthusiasm 
worked 
up 
by 
some 
strange prom oter or stallion agent, 
but by farm ers and horsemen in 
a 
community who find themselves so 
situated that the services of a truly 
high-class 
stallion 
of 
the 
desired 
breed or type are not available. The 
company should be formed to supply 
a demand which cannot be or is not 
satisfied 
by 
private enterprise and 
capital. 
The community in which a 
few privately owned, valuable stal­ 
lions, with ability to get m arketable 
foals, are stood for public service, has 
little need for a stallion company. 
Second. 
The most desirable stal­ 
lions are not peddled about the coun­ 
try. 
They should be obtained, when 
desired, of reliable breeders and im­ 
porters, at their stables or at the 
leading state and national shows.
